Cow Testing Association Membership 

Drive 

The welfare of the dairymen of the 
county is now uppermost in the mind of 
M. A. Kipf, executive secretary of the 
Farm Bureau. From now on he will be 
busily engaged in a drive to increase the 
membership of the County Cow Testing 
Association. This drive is undertaken 
with a view of bettering the dairy herds 
of the county by weeding out the board- 
ers in the dairies. 

At the present time there is but 300 
head of cows in the association and it 
is the aim of the drive to increase the 
membership to 1090 in order that a com- 
petent cow tester may be employed yee 
ing the whole year. The cow census of 
the county shows that there are 4000 
dairy cows and it is felt there should he} 
at least 1500 of these in the association. 

There are many good reasons for dairy- 
men of the county to join the associa- | 
tion. Mr. Kipf states that it is merely 
a matter of business efficiency and he is| 
appealing to the dairymen on the dolar , 
and cents basis. 

The idea of the association is to make 
monthly tests of cows and obtain a yearly | 
record in order that the boarders may | 
be weeded out. In this way the dairy- 
man can make an intelligent selection of 
his best cows and save his heifer calves 
from these cows-and in that way build | 
for better production and thus inerease | 
his profits. 

As an example, Mr. Kipf cited the case 
of a cow that is giving 400 pounds of 
butterfat a year. Figuring butterfat at 
80 cents a pound, this cow will give a 
return of #102 a year. The return from 
a 300-pound cow will be #22 a year and | 
the 200-pound cow will put the oi 

















man in the hole $14. The average of the 
three supposititious cows of the herd is | 
found by adding total profits of the 400 
and 300-pound cows and subtracting the 
loss ef $14, which leaves a net return for | 
the three cows of £110. If all three cows 
were 400-pound cows the total net re- 
turn would be #306, and these figures 
show a potential loss of #196. 

This is what cow testing docs for the 
dairyman by showing him his losses and 
where to find the greater profits. Thus 
every dairyman can weed out his poor 
stock and build up a highly productive 
herd by bi his best-grade cows to} 
thoroughbred bulls and saving the best | 
heifer calves to replace the older cows. | 
This is not the only benefit, as when the | 
dairyman goes into the open market to} 
buy stock, the member of the association | 
ean show the yearly’ records of the cat- 
tle that he bas for market and the buyer 
can choose intellicently. Otherwise he is 
taking chances. These records als> mean

Demonstrating Greater Profite for the 

Fruit Grower 

It is claimed by fruit experts that the 
fruit growers of this section are losing 
thonsands of dollars every year by mar- 
keting inferior peaches. In the northern 
part of the state where great quantities 
of peaches are grown for canning nur- 
noses. the growers sre practicing drastic 
thinning and as a result the fruit thes 
eend to the cenneries is grading hetter 
than 70 per cent of the higher crades 





and receiving the better prices. While) 


this applies in the northern part of the 


state, Sewthern California cemes limping j 
along with only 20 per cent in the higher | 
grades. This situation is said to be due) 


largely to the inattention of the growers 
to drastic thinning of their peaches. 

The growers are advised to commence 
their thinning operations shortly after 
the June drop. The object is to remove 
all poorly shaped, diseased, wormy and 
inferior fruit. It is also said to be ad- 
visable to pick all clusters to one speei- 
men, then thin until peaches are from 
six to eight inches apart. 

Among the many -reasons for thinning 
are: improvement in color, uniformity of 
size, an@ color, breaking of branches re- 
duced, sale ‘percentage increased, vitality 
of trees conserved and lessens the dan- 
ger of alternate year bearing. 

The rs pay only half for number 
two grade what they will pay for the 
2% size and over. 

This memns thet it is up to the reach 
grower to exercise the greatest core in 
the management of his trees that they 
may produce a greater percentage of 
Grade A frvit. This must be done if 
Southern Crlifernia is to loom large in 
the canning industry of the country this 
year. 

That there is interest in the matter is 
evidenced by the fact that during the 
peach thinning demonstration held recent- 
ly in Ontario, over 250 people attended. 
This was the first and the largest dem? 
onstration held. Others will be held and 
growers are urged to ottend.

Kipling’s King Pilgrimage 


LWAYS, a new poem by Rudyard Kip- 
ling is of general interest and ‘‘The 
King’s Pilgrimage’ is no exception to 
rule. While the poem is not so inspir- 
ing as ‘‘The Recessional,’’ for instance, it is, 
neverthelesss, a notable production, with the 
Kipling characteristics indisputably pertain 
ing. Owing to the copyright Saturday Night 


is inhibited from reproducing it, but we may — 


be permitted to indicate the argument: The 
poet, in the entourage of King George and 
Queen Mary of England, the king and queen 
of Belgium, visited the graves of the allies’ 
war-heroes on the western front, the British 
king placing a wreath on the spot where 
Edith Cavell was executed. The poem de- 
seribes the journey thither and what the 
king saw, after quitting the ‘‘Clean swept 
ocean’’ which ‘‘lay free to every keel.’’ Writ- 
ten in irregular verse one stanza tells that 
‘the first land he found it was shoal and 
banky ground,’’ which commemorates the 
gallantry of the naval heroes on a never-to- 
be forgotten occasion. ‘‘And the next land 
he found, it was low and hollow ground.’’ 
where once the cities stood that were levelled 
by the guns of the huns. ‘‘And the next land 
he found, it was bare and hilly ground,”’ 
where husbandry once flourished, fields were 
fertile and water sweet and pure. ‘And the 
last land he found, it was fair and level 
ground,’’ where five thousand of the best 
blood of the British gave their lives. And 
all about a carven stone were. grasses and 
living trees and flowers of the spring. The 
concluding lines convey a disturbing thought: 

All that they had they gave—they gave 

In sure and single faith; 

There can no knowledege reach the grave 

To make them grudge their death, 

Save only if they understood 

That, after all was done, 

We they redeemed denied their blood 

And mocked the gains it won. : 

Kipling gave a son to the world-war, who 
did not return. He feels, as do many other 
parents, that the sacrifices made by glorious 
youth have not been appreciated at their 
true worth by the respective countries to 
which ‘‘they gave—they gave—in sure and 
simple faith.’”? Do they know—over there? 
Who can say?—Los Angeles Saturday Night.

What 
he needs is a plow, a strong team, and sun 
and wind, and cessation of companions as 
foul-minded .as himself, with steel bars 
thrown in for good measure.’’ 

Right! ~ We will back the plow and the 
strong team against all the steel bars that 
were ever forged. The plow and the team 
are the modern way; fortunately, State after 
State is finding out about them. ‘Half a mil- 
lion men graduated from stiff courses in road 
making and farming are a national asset. 
Half a million spewed out of mental and 
moral filth of jails are a national liability of 
the worst sort. 

This is a business nation. It will not for- 
ever tolerate the bad old ways.—Collier’s 
Weekly.

VALENCIA ORANGE SHOW 
OLDING f a Valencia orange show at 
Anaheim last week brings to public 
attention the phenomenal growth and 
development of the Valencia orange 

industry in Southern California, and it serves 
as well to call attention to ‘‘the mother colo- 
ny,’’ where the valencia finds a most congen- 
ial habitiat. 

The first oranges planted in California were 
seedlings, the planting later being of a few 
budded#varieties brought from Florida. Then 
came the introduction of the. Washington 
navel in the early ’70s from Bahia, Brazil, in 
Riverside, and the spread of the navel to 
every orange growing district in the state. 
It was declared the supreme orange, and it is 
today without a rival in the world. But the 
navel orange season ends in April and May 
and from then until the new navel erop comes 
in at Christmas time the markets are prac- 
tically bare of California oranges. 

The valencia was introduced into California 
from Florida under the name of Hart’s Late 
Tardiff, but it failed to secure more than a 
passing popularity until C. C. Chapman en- 
tered upon its growing on a large scale. Mr. 
Chapman was a Chicago printer before com- 
ing to California and made and lost a fortune 
during the Chicago world’s fair. He located 
at Placentia and began to grow oranges and 
walnuts in a small way. On studying the 
market he decided that there was a real de- 
mand in the east for oranges ripening when 
navels are out of the market and then be- 
gan large and systematic planting of the or- 
ange now known as the valencia, and which 
originated in the province of Valencia, in 
Spain. These he packed under the Old “Miss- 
ion brand, and although valencia culture has 
spread the Old Mission brand still persistent- 
ly tops the eastern markets and the prices 
received have been th inspiration that had 
led to widespread valensia planting in Orange 
county. To the disinterested observer it 
would appear that the valencia planting in 
our neighboring and adjacent county had 
reached a near-mania stage. In many sec- 
tions of the county splendid old walnut 
groves—many of them of choice budded vari- 
eties—have been rooted out to make room 
for new valencia planting.

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YUCCAS IN DANGER 
OF EXTERMINATION 










Yucea plucking on the hillsides 
of Southern California is reaching 
serious proportions when police of- 
ficers of the entire west are asked 
to take a hand in the matter. 

A movement has been started by 
officials of the Automobile Club of 
Southern California to secure the co- 
operation of various boards of su- 
pervisors in the southerh counties 
in preserving the yuccas for the de- 
light of eastern motorists. : 

Yueca blooms but once in five or 
ten years, and then only in certain 
sections of Mexico and in Southern 
California. 

At the rat it is being picked and 
cut by motoring parties there will 
soon be no yucca at all in this sec- 
tion of the continent, says the Auto 
Club,. and therefore definie action 
must be taken in the matter at once, 
it is pointed out. 

Bvery yucca plant that is pulled 
up and carted home by a motorist 
destroys just about 100 future yucca 
plants, explain botanists, and at the 
present rate all yuccas will be des- 
troyed within two years. 

In a letter to the supervisors, the 
Automobile Club points out that 
motorcycle police officers should be 
Jinstructed to stop all auto parties 
carrying yucca which they have cut 
from the hills, and say to them that 
they are depriving the state of one 
of its greatest natural wonders. 

It is a patriotic move to pre- 
serve the giant white blossoms for 
future generations, but action must 
be immediate, say the authorities. 
It is further pointed out that the 
yucca wilts and shrivels up as soon 
as it is picked, and cannot be kept 
in a residence because of the hosts 
of ants it attracts, therefore it is 
better left on the hills.

COW TESTING AS'SH 
IN MEMBERSHIP 
- CAMPAIGN 


Ending the first two days’ work 
of a campaign to increase the rolls 
of the San Bernardino County Cow 
Testing Association by 800 animals 
or more, H. J. Wilder, farm advisor; 
A. M. Kipf, executive secretary of 
the farm bureau; E. J. Campbell, 
assisstant farm advisor, and W. W. 
Coke of Chaffey Junior Agricultural 
College, increased the lists by more 
than 80 per cent, or by the addition 
of 223 animals. This was made in 
a canvass on Monday and Tuesday 
of this week. 

Last week the association had 300 
cows registered for the monthly 
tests, extending over a period of one 
year. With the increase the mem- 
bership now numbers 533, and should 
be, according to Kipf. 1500 to 2000, 
with the more than 4500 animals in 
the county. 

New registrations in the first two 
days were in Chino, Ontario and 
Redlands, with another herd of 40 
cows as prospects yet to be closed 
in Redlands. 

“Membership in the association,” 
Mr. Kipf said, “is merely a question 
of business efficiency. It gets down 
on a straight dollar and “cent basis 
in returns to the dairymen, and we 
ask that those who wish, call at once 
and register with the association, in 
theoffices of the Farm Bureau on 
Court street. 

Show Profit 

“Putting it in figures, it is thus: 
A cow that gives 400 pounds of but- 
terfat a year will show the owner a 
profit of $102, with butterfat at 80 
cents a pound, after overhead is de- 
ducted. 

“A cow that gives 300 pounds of 
butterfat will show a profit for the 
year, on the same basis, of but $22, 
and a 250-pound cow will create a 
loss of $14. 

“Thus, with 




















































-exactly the same 
overhead, labor and other expenses 
for the three animals, the entire 
profit from the three is but $110, 
and of this the 400-pound cow yields 
$102 to the owner. 

“If all three cows were in the 400- 
pound class, the combined _ profit 
would be $306, or a potential loss of 
$196 on the two cows that are giv- 
Ing below the required amount. 

“And this is not an isolated case. 
Without the cow testing associa- 
tions, a dairyman would be likened 
to the employer who hires 40 or 50 
men and turns them loose with no 
supervision, Some work, some loaf, 
but he pays them all on the same 
basis. 





















Assure Gain 

“Another thing: In addition to 
the weeding out of boarding cattle 
to his profit, the dairyman, by cut- 
ting down to the producers, or build- 
ing up his herd to the greatest ,ef- 
ficiency, can assure himself of a 
heavy profit in calves. 

“From a poor producer, a calf, 
when born, is veal, worth about $6. 
From a well-known and _ registered 
producer, the calf is worth $20, as 
soon as born. Again, the dairyman 
can reasonably assure himself of an 
increased value of at least $25 on 
each heavy producing cow. 

“The tests are made on a yearly 
basis, not by the month. Thus the 
owner has a test over a period that 
proves value and weeds out the non- 
producers,” 

Los Angeles County has been re- 
markably successful in its testing 
associations, according to the rec- 
ords of the Farm Bureau. 

At the start, four years ago, but 
one tester was employed. Three 
are now in the field. The associa- 
tion has 47 member herds, including 
more than 4300 cows, an increase 
over four year period from 900 head. 

In the beginning, the average pro- 
duction was 28.5 pounds of butterfat 
a month. Now it is one-third great- 
| er, which means that now, by ad- 
| vanced methods, the cows are pro- 
\ducing $400,000 more a year than at 
| the start, 

' In last April 1188 cows in the Los 
| Angeles County Association exceed 
led 40 pounds of fat, 207 made more 
'than €0 pounds, and four more than 
| 100 pounds.

EMBARGO PROPOSED ON 

COTTONSEED SHIPMENTS 

The -California State Depart 
ment of Agriculture has taken 
under advisement. requests made 
by eotton growers of the Palo 
Verde and Imperial valleys in 
Southern California that an ab- 
solute embargo on cotton seed 
shipments other than those used 
for milling purposes from Ari- 
zona into California be made, 
and that no cotton seed ship- 
ments for any purpose be_ per- 
mitted in eotton growing dis- 
tricts in California. 

The petitions were presented 
during a conference on cotton 
quarantine problems ealled by G. 
HW. Heeke, Director of the State 
Department of Agriculture in 
which representatives from sev- 


county horticultural commission- 
ers and others participated. At 
the conelusion of the hearing 
Mr. Hecke announeed that a econ- 
ference of state representatives 
and cotton growers would be 
held in’ Riverside shortlv at 
which time a decision would be 
reached. 

A. W. Morrill of Los Angeles, 
who presented the request, de- 
clared southern cotton growers 
were menaced by Thurberia cot- 
ton boll weevil from the Arizona 
districts. A similar request was 
presented several months ago, 

Lee A. Strong, Chief of the 
Bureau of Plant Quarantine, de- 
elared postponement of the de- 
cision would not endanger 
Southern growers since no per- 
mits for movement of cotton 
seed into the state were being 
issued except for milling pur- 
poses and that only one shipmert 
for this purpose had been _ per- 
mitted sinee January 1. 

My. Heeke, who opened the 
meeting, declared the State De- 
partment of Agriculture was 
willing to entertain the request 
and that the matter would final- 
ly be adjusted to the satisfae- 
tion of all coneerned.

‘developed the fact that there is 


sufficient fruit in Southern Cali- 
fornia to make this pack. It is 
considered highly important by 
the canners of Southern Califor- 
nia that the -highest possible 
quality of canned fruits be pro- 
duced this year in order that the 
products will move easily into 
consumption and clear the way 
for the next year’s pack. 

‘A recent rather extensive 
survey of the fruit growing sec- 
tions of Southern California has 
shown that growers are not thin- 
ning peaches in a way that will 
produce good size, in other 
words, they are leaving alto- 
gether too many peaches on 
trees in most sections, and _ this 
means that the fruit will be 
small.’’ 


The Canners Bureau is co-op- 
erating with the Agricultural 
Extension Service and the Coun- 
ty Farm Bureau in a campaign 
to induce growers to thin their 
crops properly. During the past 
two weeks a_ series of some 
twelve or fifteen field meetings 
have been held in the principal 
deciduous districts at which spe- 
cial attention was given to the 
matter of thinning. At a recent 
meeting of the Canners Bureau 
a resolution was unanimously 
passed setting the minimum size 
for canning peaches at 2 
inches or larger, and for apricots 
not to run over 16 to the pound, 
In order to reach this size in 
many districts it will be abso- 
lutely necessary for the growers 
to remove at least half of the 
present set of fruit.
